Doughboys By-Pass 
. Bloody Fort Driant 
And Boil in Close 


SHAEF, Paris, Nov. 15.—(4)— 
American doughboys by-passed 
bloody Fort Driant today and 
boiled in close to the suburbs of 
Metz from three sides, clamping 
the great fortress city in a death 
grip, while in the north British 
troops drove five miles through 
the boglands of eastern Holland 
to within 37 miles of the key Ger- 
man industrial center of Duisburg. 

A dispatch direct from the field 
said the French First Army also 
had launched an attack, advanc- 
ing four to five miles on a 25-mile 
front covering both banks of the 
Dubs river on the approaches to 
the Belfort gap on the easternmost 
part of the front. 
FARFLUNG OFFENSIVE 

The American Seventh Army, 
with which the French First is 
teamed as the Sixth Army Group, 
already was in action in the Vosges 
mountains, so that the Allies now 
are on the offensive on a large 
scale from Holland to Switzerland, 
with the exception of the Ameri- 
can First Army sector which has 
been comparatively quiet since the 
fall of Aachen. 

Both Fort Driant and Fort Jean 
D’Arc—two of the nine major bas- 
tions ringing Metz—were neu- 
tralized by Lt. Gen Patton’s 95th 
Division, which captured two

and just south of Thionville, also 
was stormed and its Nazi garrison 
killed or captured. 


SOUTH OF METZ 


Driant’s guns, which barked

The _ bodies of 
both women had been mutilated. 

Hansen also said Fred O’Briant, 
hotel bellhop, had identified Wil- 
son as the man who registered 
with Miss Johnson as man and 
wife. 

ARRESTED BEFORE 

Authorities said Wilson had been 
arrested before on charges of at- 
tempted assault. He was taken into 
custody late today within a few 
blocks of both downtown hotels 
where the slayings occurred. 

Wilson, six feet tall, was wear- 
ing a polo shirt when arrested. He 
has blond hair, combed in a heavy 
pompadour, and a moustache. 

Miss Johnson’s body was discov- 
ered in a hotel a few hours after 
that of Miss Griffin was found in 
another hotel a few blocks away. 
Miss Johnson had been slashed 
from the breasts to the pelvic re- 
gion. Hotel employes said she had 
registered a few hours earlier with 
a man. 

VICTIM ABOUT 38 

Lt. Hansen said Miss Johnson 
frequently had been seen in bars 
near the hotel where her body was 
found. She was about 38 years old, 
blond, and when found murdered 
was nude except for her shoes and 
stockings.

curity had been strengthened so 
much as to make any attempt on 
his life hopeless. Some of us con- 
cluded from this, and from what 
we knew about Allied plans for 
Germany, that it might be better 
to let Hitler himself take the re- 
sponsibility for ‘unconditional 
surrender,’ and to prepare every- 
thing for taking over immediately 
after the capitulation. But for 
some reason unknown to me, the 
officers finally decided to act all 
the same. 

“From what aheeeniail then, it 
is clear to me that Himmler had 
succeeded in infiltrating one of 
ris men into the officers’ group, 
and that he knew about the ex- 
istence of the civilian committee, 
though not about the people who 
belonged to its network. 


“When the attempt took place 
at Hitler’s headquarters, it turned 
out that Hitler’s double, Berger, 
had been substituted for him. No- 
body had apparently been warn- 
ed, and after Berger was killed, 
Stauffenberg reported to the of- 
ficers’ group in all good faith that 


he had succeeded in killing Hitler. 

“But Himmler immediately pro- 
ceeded to rye up members of 
thé Officers’ growp, and the pags- 
word on which we were to take 
political action never arrived in 
our district. 

“Himmler’s political arrests 
were quite haphazard, and the 
Gestapo did not come to my house 
until a month after the attempt. 
By then I had made my prepara- 
tions for escape. 

“Himmler might have been 
more successful in tracking us if 
he had not arrested the officers’ 
group at once, and thus had given 
them and us some time for ac- 
tion. In that, however, his hand 
seems to have been forced by the 


panic among the Nazi leaders, 
who had not been warned of] 


what was afoot and feared that 
the attempt might succeed. 


“Meanwhile, however, it has 
become clear that Himmler had 
another and more important rea- 
son for letting the attempt take 
place. 

“Under the shock of danger, he 
extracted unlimited powers from 
the scared Hitler. Perhaps it was 
the after-effect of the explosions 
which caused Hitler’s final col- 
lapse. At any rate, it is the pow- 
ers obtained then which today en- 
able Himmler to act in the name 
of Hitler. 


“As for the opposition, I do not 
believe that it will be able to 
create another nationwide net- 
work before the final military col- 


pse.

Hapeville Votes 
New Building 
Zone Ordinance 


The era of “jerry-built housing” 
has come to an end in Hapeville. 

In a session which lasted until 
1 a. m. yesterday, the Hapeville 
city council passed, by unanimous 
vote, a model zoning ordinance. 
This new law divides the munici- 
pality into seven districts—three 
residential, one for apartment 
houses, two for commercial uses 
and one for light industry. 

Following are the mandatory 
floor spaces which the new ordi- 
nance fixes for the various dis- 
tricts: R(1)—the first residential 
d:strict-——1,400 square feet; R(2), 
1,080 square feet; R(3), 865 square 
feet. 

C(1), the first commercial dis- 
trict, is for light retail stores, pro- 
fessional men’s offices, and C(2) 
is for garages, filling stations, etc. 

The height of all buildings will 
be regulated in accordance to 
proximity to the Atlanta airport 
in order to prevent the construc- 
tion of flying hazards. 

Regulations for the light indus- 
try district place ban on all busi- 
nesses which produce objection- 
able odors or chemicals, 

Each dwelling or other building 
constructed under the new regula- 


tions must be on a lot with a min- 
imum space of 60 by 150 feet. This 
means that each lot will provide 
its own means of ingress and 
egress for automobiles. In addi- 
tion, each apartment house must 
provide its own parking space and 
each industry must furnish its 
own loading space. In all districts, 
the ordinance requires off-street 
parking space.

Teaching Aachen Self-Rule 
Proving Difficult Problem 


By W. C. HEINZ. 
AACHEN, Germany, Nov. 15.—(NANA)—One of the toughest 
tasks facing the Allied military government in Aachen today is the 
job of trying to educate Aachenites in the rights and responsibilities 


of local self-government, the job 
care of themselves. 

“When we try to talk to them 
about local government, the hard- 
est thing to explain is that the 
local government can have its own 
voice in its own locality,” said 


Maj. William FE. Hurlburt, of M 


Jacksonville, Fla., commanding of- 
ficer of the Aachen military gov- 
ernment detachment. “It is like 
taking a boy in the first grade 
and trying to teach him algebra.’ 

What our military government 
is trying to do here is not to sell 
or teach democracy. It is, in ef- 
fect, trying to wash its hands of 


the responsibility of running a city 
and it is 


of our 
sities, is the only pattern we know, 
the pattern of which the Germans 
know so little. 
LEADERS NEEDED 

“What we have got to find,’ 
said Maj. Hulburt, “are leaders, 
people who will rise up and lead 
the people themselves.” 

This problem of finding leaders 
from a people who have never led 
themselves but have been led by 
Berlin is further complicated by 
the nearness of the battle lines. 
Even now the war is only a couple 
of miles beyond Aachen’s hills 
and shells still land here. The 
thought still uppermost in the 
minds of the Germans here is that 
perhaps the Nazi forces may drive 
us back, and then, as one woman 
says: “The SS will kill everyone 
who has risen above the rest and 
helped you.” 

The situation then is that of 
6,000 people waiting to be told 
what to do and a military govern- 
ment trying to make them do it 
for themselves. It takes both time 
and men to tell people to do 
things, but slowly the Germans 
are coming around. 

As an example there is the prob- 
lem of the local bank. The neces- 
sity of a bank in a city this size 
is obvious, so we have found a 
bank that can be salvaged from 
the rubble. There is no money 
in it, of course, because the Nazis 
took that with them. However, 
there was a run on the bank as 
our army approached. So the 
pockets of Aachenites still ‘here 
are lined with currency. '* 


CITY "3ANK PROPOSED 

Our problem is to get this 
money from the pockets of the 
people into the bank. Our mili- 
tary government proposed simply 
to set up a-city bank and get the 
money in by force, if necessary. 
Then, a couple of Germans, rising 
above the rest and thinking for 
themselves, had another idea. 

These Germans came to the mil- 
itary government and suggested 
that we should sét “up instead of 
a city bank what might be called 
@ country bank,- functioning for 
outlying towns and country 
around Aachen. 

_Aachen, these men pointed out, 


“depends upon this outlying coun- 


try for its food and the country 
depends upon Aachen for its mar- 
kets. As a result, a bank would 
become a natural medium between 
the two, and the problem ef at- 
tracting the money out of the 
pockets of ‘the ane would be 
solved and a n ty met at the 
same time. 

This, at the moment, seems to 
make sense to our military govern- 
ment although the plan has not 
been fully accepted as yet. At 
least we have civilian work crews 
cleaning up one of Aachen’s 
banks. 


WORK CREW PROBLEMS 

The problem of work ,crews is 
another matter that is not com- 
pletely solved. The individual men 
and women are cleaning up what 
is left of their own homes. You 
can see them daily with shovels 
and brooms trying to make some- 
thing out of one room at a time, 
patching a hole here, boarding up 
another there. Our soldiers are 
still cleaning up the streets and 
buildings we need but that work 
which is purely for Aachen, a 
.German city, is being done by 
city-hired civilian gangs. 

Today the burgermeister had 
under the eyes of Maj. ‘Donald 
Hussey, of Columbus, Ohio, 50 
men digging potatoes, 25 cleaning 
up several floors of a building 
for the city administration and 
another group of 50 cleaning up

It would seem fairly certain 
that the city of Aachen, at some 
time, must try to float a loan. But 
who is going to buy city of 
Aachen bonds? Certainly not the 

ns! Certainly not the 
French! 

That is one of the biggest prob- 
lems of all, and it reaches further 
into the confines of this little com- 
munity.

years of age.

Arnall Urges 
Social Planning 
To ‘Retain’ Vets 


By ELMO GREENE 
Unless Georgia improves its so- 
cial and economic conditions, the 
state may expect to see its return- 
ing war veterans go elsewhere to 
make their homes. And not only 


war veterans, but others as well. 

This argument was emphasized 
strongly yesterday to upwards of 
250 state civic leaders attending a 
one-day citizens’ conference called 
by Gov. Arnall and the Georgia 
Volunteer War Services Council at 
the Biltmore hotel. 

Urging a “co-ordinated program 
of action,” Arnall pointed to the 
need of getting “greater numbers 
of our citizens to participate in the 
planning and in the activity of 
community service.” 

The chief executive, one of sev- 
eral participants in the day’s pro- 
gram, said that after the first 
World War more than 50 per cent 
of the men who had served in the 
armed forces left Georgia to seek 
opportunities elsewhere. Pointing 
out that the state now has nearly 
300,000 men in service, he said: 

“We cannot afford to lose 150,- 
000 Georgians after this war.” 


PANEL DISCUSSION 


Arnall’s address was followed by 
a panel discussion on “Citizen 
Committees for Returning Veter- 


man of the state veterans’ advis- 
ory committee; Charles Jarrell, 
chairman of the Savannah veter- 
ans’ demobilization committee: 
Maj. John Bell, veteran of World 
War II, and assistant director in 


| the State Department of Correc- 


tions, and Capt. Charles Alford, of 
the State Selective Service system. 

Lon Sullivan, director of the 
Georgia Volunteer War Services 
Council, led the discussion. 

C. A. Collier, vice president of 
the Georgia Power Company, spoke 
at a luncheon session on the “Bet- 
ter Home Towns in Georgia” pro- 
gram being sponsored by his com- 
pany. 

Final speaker of the day was 
Robert Strickland, chairman of the 
industrial panel, state agricultural 
and industrial development board, 
who said that industries would be 
developed only as the people them- 
selves supported those industries 
with their money.

Only about 10 per cent of the 
foreign bodies that enter the hu- 
man system through food and air 
passages can be magnetized, con- 
tinued Dr. Equen, but even so the 
magnet may render unnecessary 
many abdominal operations and 
many cases of extensive and often 
painful and dangerous probing 
along the pathways to the lungs. 

| Dr. Equen, in making his dem- 
onstration, explained the workings 
of his magnet thus: The operator 
attaches the magnet to the end of 
a rubber stomach tube and then 
passes it through the mouth into 
the stomach. The stomach is then

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(/)— 
Union officials bowed to a War 
Labor Board demand today and 
agreed to call off strikes holding 
up production of B-29 Superfor- 
tress engines in five New Jersey 
plants. 

Talking like a “Dutch uncle” to 
the officers and attorney for the 
Wright Aircraft Supervision As- 
sociation, an independent union, 
Chairman William H. Davis, of the 
WLB, said the strike must be call- 
ed off or the government would 
use “every power” to stop it. He 
also said work must be resumed 
before the WLB would consider 
the foremen’s complaints. 

The officers, headed by Union 
President David G. Newcomb, an- 
nounced after a conference that 
they were calling a meeting at 
Paterson tonight to direct that the 
strikers resume work “at once.” 

The strike, begun Monday, in- 
volved only part of the 2,900 su- 
pervisory employes.

More than 1,000 messengers 
from every section of Georgia and 
many local visitors kept the spa- 
cious auditorium of the First Bap- 
tist church well filled for the two- 
day session just closed.

Speaking at noon Wednesday on 
religious rty, and its inevitable 
corollary of e aration of 
church and state, Dr. J. B. McLau- 
rin, executive secretary of the Ca- 
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nadian Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, a native of India and for 
30 years a missionary of his board 
in that distant land, drew upon 
his intimate touch with world af- 
fairs in declaring: 

“The hour is upon us when 
more than ever Baptists must 
work and pray for a free church 
in a free state—the final test of 
religious liberty. True to the im- 
pelling witness of our fathers 
across the centuries, we turn 
anew to the principles so clearly 
enunciated in the Scriptures 
which clearly point the way for 
today and tomorrow in courageous 
and intelligent insistence that ev- 
ery sentient soul must be free to 
believe or not believe, as his or 
her enlightened conscience may dili- 


rect, 

“We insist that the Bible must 
be made available to all, and that 
there must be no coercion, directly 
or indirectly, by the state or the 
church, in the individual’s religi- 
ous beliefs and practices. With this 
liberty is linked immeasurable re- 
sponsibility for the individual, 
even as the state and the church 
must each accept their task of 
working at their divinely appoint- 
ed tasks within the same arena, 
but toward entirely separate goals.

“Notable among recent books in 
the field of religious liberty is Dr. 
George Howard’s ‘Religious Liber- 
ty in Latin America,’ which sev- 


eral times has been favorably men- 
tioned in your convention, I would 
express the hope that a copy of 
this timely book may find its way 
into every Baptist manse in Geor- 
gia, and that your laymen, too, will 
purchase and read this book. It is 
carefully documented, revealing

ty,” said Dr. McLaurin.

His “Swamp Water,” 


Listen, My Children, 
Aind You Shall Hear— 


On the afternoon of May 2, 1863, John -H. 
Wisdom, rural mail carrier, drove down the road 
to the ferry across the Coosa river near Gadsden. 
He was on the Alabama side. 
Things looked queer, somehow, and when he saw his ferry boat 


broken up and sunk he knew that the long-discussed, much-feared ‘ 


Yankees were in the neighborhood, probably in Gadsden. 


John Wisdom pondered a bit. If they were Federals, and they 
were, they could be going only to Rome, Ga. If so, Rome ought 
to know about it. He made up his mind to do the job. A neighbor 
across the bank was attracted by Wisdom’s shouts and to him the 
mail carrier cried out his decision, asking him to inform the 
Wisdom family. 

There began a ride which makes Paul Revere’s ride look as 
easy as an afternoon canter on a well-laid-out bridle path. 


It was 67 miles to Rome. It was two hours until dark. The 
roads in 1863 were what one might expect. Two hours later, just 
at dark, Johr’ Wisdom and his blown horse and badly shaken rig 
arrived at a crossroads settlement of Gnatville. They had traveled 
22 miles, magnificent time for a horse pulling a buggy over the 
rough roads. | 


At Gnatville a widow named Hanks was found 
Paul Revere to have a pony, slightly lame. She needed her 
pony and let him have it only on condition he ride it no farther 
_— Goshen, five miles on. There, she said, he ought to get a 
orse. 

He did. At Goshen he roused a farmer, Simpson Johnson, and 
when he told him the news, Johnson got out two good horses, 
sending his son along on one to bring back the other. 

They galloped the horses 11 miles to Spring Garden. There 
ea woke up Preacher Joel Weems and he helped them find a 

orse. 

That horse got him on into Georgia, where, at a farm near 
Cave Spring, a farmer named John Baker excitedly helped him 
get a horse out of the stable and saddle it up. The Baker horse 
lasted 12 miles before it gave out, six miles from Rome. He got 
another from a farmer and rode into Rome just before midnight. 


But he hadn’t finished riding. The local officials were greatly 
stirred. They got him a fresh horse and John Wisdom galloped 
through the streets, shouting ‘“‘The Yankees are coming!” Get up, 
the Yankees are coming!” until the whole town was aroused. 


Wisdom recalled, later, that the excitement was great. An in- 
dignant citizen, writing in the Rome Tribune a week later, re- 
called that a considerable amount of liquor was wasted by many 
of those so awakened, who found their courage needed bolstering. 

Bill Arp, later to become one of The Constitution staff, wrote: 
“There was no panik, no skedadlin, no shakin of nees—but one 
universal determination to do SUMTHIN. The burial squad was 


organized fust and foremost and began to inter their money, spoons 


and 4-pronged forks, and sich like, about the premises.” 
The Yankees were coming. 


’ : There was to end, near Rome, one of 
Streight 5 Raiders the most ambitious Federal plans of the 
Civil War. Morgan and Forrest had shown them the value of long- 
distance cavalry raids and in. mid-April the command at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., launched two. 

From Nashville started Col. Adel D. Streight, of Indiana. He 
was to travel nearly 1,000 miles by steamboat, muleback and 
horseback to get into north Georgia and there “cut the railroads 
— supply the Rebel army by Chattanooga.” So read his or- 
ers. 

He started: with 2,000 men and 1,200 animals. By the latter 
part of the month Nathan Bedford Forrest’s scouts had found him 
and Forrest had guessed the intent of the raid. 


From then on Forrest followed. Streight used ambushes, good 
fighting, and all the maneuvers he could employ to shake off the 
tenacious Forrest. He could not do it. Forrest, with less than half 
his force, clung on, pushing on and on, day and night. 


On Sunday, May 3, Streight made his stand while his scouts 
rode on to look, from Shorter’s Hill, into Rome. They saw bales 
of cotton on the bridge. An old Negro woman told them the town 
was “full of soldiers,” which it was not. The bridge would have 
been relatively easy to carry. But they went back to the harassed 
Streight to give him the bad news. John Wisdom’s ride had not 
been in vain. 

Forrest, fooling him by marching his men around and also hav- 
ing his two guns driven by until Streight counted 16 guns, de- 
manded surrender to “avoid useless bloodshed.” — 

He got it. The 2,000 men surrendered to Forrest's 600. . 

Rome was saved and so was the railroad. 

This is but one of the stories in a

thé complete story, the first one, of that greatest of all cavalry lead- 
ers, Nathan Bedford Forrest.

Now 
I am on the trail of the silver service, worth $400, which the peo- 


‘ple of Rome presented John Wisdom. That story is one of Geor- 


gia’s great ones, and should be better known. 

Not until this book is read will people know the real Forrest.

The Future of Political Parties 


(Ralph. Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 
The victory of the New Deal at 


Savannah Morning News the polls on Tuesday raises two 


interesting questions regarding the future. What will become of 
the Democratic party? And what will be the future of the GOP? 

One man’s guess is as good as another's, and, although it may 
be risky to speculate on events so far ahead in the future, the 
Morning News is of the opinion that the fourth term. will see a 
definite downhill movement of the so-called Roosevelt economic 


liberalism. 

What is to come out of all this? 
New York Daily News How long can these two artificial 
political parties go on functioning as parties, resisting the stresses 
and strains which keep threatening to blow them to bits? 

It does not seem possible that they can go on forever. Sooner 
or later it seems inevitable that they must fly apart, and that new 
and more logically arranged parties must replace them. 

It may be that we'll have three or more major parties in this 
country—a proved bad thing in Europe, though it might work here. 

Hillman’s crowd, for example, may evolve into a straight-out 
Labor party, such as Great Britain has had for years—*out to get 
benefits and trophies for labor exclusively, and too bad about the 
rest of the populace. 

The natural opposite number to such a Labor party would be 
a Conservative party, whatever its name might be. 
expect it to draw its main strength from northern and midwestern 
Republicans and southern conservatives, now more and more un- 
happy in the Democratic party. 

If southerners could be thus persuaded to forget the Civil War 
issues and team up with their natural northern political allies, the 
wheel surely would have come ’round full circle. 

And this looks like the road down which politics in. the United 
States is headed, for better or for worse. It will probably be for 
better, we think. We think so because we can imagine nothing 
worse, when it comes to enabling people to cast intelligent and 
clear-cut votes, than the two political what-is-its that now call 
themselves the Republican and Democratic parties. 

The Republican party is not

and former Gov. Stassen of Minnesota are men in the Willkie 
tradition, and election to the senate of Gov. Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts is an asset to the cause of good government without 
any partisan reservations. But none of these have until now been 
accorded more than casual notice by those who shape the party’s 
policies. Sen. Ball indeed was openly called a renegade because 
of his refusal to support Gov. Dewey for the presidency; Gov. 
Stassen was bracketed with Wendell Willkie as an influence the 
party could best ignore and Gov. Saltonstall too was regarded, 
although his vote-getting ability could not be overlooked, as dis- 
tinctly a party maverick. 

And yet these are the men around whom any reconstitution of 
the Republican party must center. They and the policies for which 
they stood were overwhelmingly indorsed by a vote which ignored 
party lines to approve the central principle of unequivocal inter- 
nationalism plus a sturdy and continuing liberalism at home. This 
is the inescapable fact which must,guide the replanning of the 
party’s position before 1948. 

In spite of itself, the people have now forced the Republican 
party to face reality. It has one last great opportunity, the same 
one it refused when it so churlishly snubbed the leadership Wen- 
dell Willkie stood ready to offer. Waiting for its revitalization are 
millions of Americans who wish for the restoration of two-party 
balance in this country, who will gladly follow the party of 
Abraham Lincoln if some breath of the magnanimous vision of 
that great man can once more invigorate its councils. But if the 
men who clearly recognize this fact fail again to wrest leadership 
from those who have made the party a voice of angered reaction, 
defending old privileges and fanning the ashes of burned out prej- 
udice, the Republican party as we know it may well have sung its 
swan song in 1944.

THE POLL TAX 
(Abbeville Chronicle) 


Personally, we have never been, 
able to see the point in paying) 
a poll tax. Not that we care at 
this late hour. We will soon be| 
free of it anyway, and while no 
one ever paid it for us (they 
didn’t have to, we paid it ourself 
in order to vote) yet we do know 
as a matter of positive fact there 
are many voters who rarely ever 
paid their poll tax—politicians 
paid it. In some instances we 
know of, people employed and 
being paid with state funds 
formed into groups and went out 
in “home” counties rounding up) 
and paying poll tax for the boys, | 
if they knew or could be assured 
of their vote. A dollar is a small 
amount for one to sell his vote for, 
but a great many will do it, the 
alert and wide-awake politician 
knows all the tricks, and the poll 
tax racket is not the least of them. 


W ASHINGTON.—It may not be too far from 

the mark to speculate on the possibility of at 

sc ae least six changes in the cabinet taking place 

coincident with or immediately following the beginning of the 
fourth term. 

During th® campaign, President Roosevelt confided to some of 
his close associates an intention to make a number of revisions in 
the cabinet, if re-elected. He is said to feel that it needs a gen- 
eral overhauling if it is to meet the demands of the postwar 
situation. 

Nothing has come from the White House since the election to 
indicate that the President has changed his mind. We may assume, 
therefore, that several changes are planned. 

What they are is only a matter of conjecture at this time, but 
with the information at hand it is possible to speculate intelili- 
gently. 

One of the chief complaints made by Gov. Dewey during the 
campaign was that Washington was being run by a group of “tired 
old men.” He was referring to the several members of the Roose- 
velt cabinet who are 70 and more. Secretary of War Stimson, for 
example, is 77; Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones is 70, which 
is the age also of Secretary of Interior Ickes, and Secretary of 
State Hull is 74. 

While age will not be the determining factor in the revisions 
contemplated by Mr. Roosevelt, he nevertheless is expected to bring 
some younger blood into the administration. : 

Thus, one of the changes in prospect involves the War Depart- 
ment portfolio. Secretary Stimson undoubtedly would be allowed 
to remain at the head of the department as long as he likes, since 
he is one of the two Republicans the President brought into his 
official family at the height of the European war crisis back in 1940. 


But some of Mr. Stimson’s friends report that, because of his 
advanced age, he is anxious to retire, and will probably ask to be 
excused of further service at the end of the present term. 

Secretary Hull is another cabinet member whose retirement 
on account of ill health and advanced age is expected. It is doubt- 
ful that his condition will permit him to remain in his important 
post for many months. He is now in a hospital, where he has 
been undergoing treatment for some days. 

Secretary of Commerce Jones is still another who is not ex- 
pected to remain in the government service after the fourth term 
begins. He has not been in the best of health for some months 
and his friends look for him to seek retirement in January. 

Here are three changes, then, which may be anticipated with 
some degree of certainty, although if Mr. Hull should recover he 
may be counted on to stay until the peace negotiations are finished. 


In addition, it would not be surprising to see Mr. Roosevelt 
make new appointments for at least three other cabinet posts. 
These include, Agriculture. Labor, and Post Office. 

Postmaster General Frank Walker is said to be anxious to step 
aside, for one thing, while controversies that has arisen over the 
other two posts suggest the idea that the President might readily 
accept the resignation of Madame Perkins and Secretary Wickard. 


That would leave only Treasury, Navy, Justice and Interior 
undisturbed. Of these the safest bet against a change seems to 
be Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, who was just elevated to the 
post a short time back following the death of Frank Knox. Secre- 
tary Ickes also seems to have earned a place in the fourth-term 
cabinet by the spade work he did during the campaign. He made 
more speeches in behalf of the Roosevelt-Truman ticket than any 
other cabinet officer, and he is still looked upon as the adminis- 
tration’s best “hatchet” man. 

In making changes in his official family it will not be necessary 
for Mr. Roosevelt to ask for the resignations of anyone or to “fire” 
anybody. It has long been customary for cabinet officers to sub- 
mit their resignations with the beginnings of each new presidential 
term. 

Consequently, the President will merely have to accept thoce 
involved in his program for revision and keep the others on. 

Such changes as take place are due to come about the time 
the President takes the oath of office for his fourth term on 
is 20. '

But No Millennium 


WASHINGTON.—The one 


thing everybody 


talks about in Washington these days, though noth- 
ing else is being done about it, is. whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is going to reorganize his administration, weed out 


some of the obvious weak figures, 


This discussion recognizes two 
related circumstances. 

One is that the Roosevelt regime 
is admittedly flabby in adminis- 
tration, as was emphasized effec- 
tively by Gov. Dewey, and so 
well demonstrated publicly by the 
noisy and spontaneous reaction he 
got every time he promised a 
“housecleaning” in Washington. 

The other circumstance involves 
@ personal situation of Mr. Roose- 
velt, himself. This is undoubtedly 
his last term as president. That 
being so, and there being no 
reason for him to operate with 
personal political motive, it is 
suggested that he might do every- 
thing necessary to put a grand 
finale on his unprecedented career 
in the White House. 

Virtually ‘free of political re- 
straints, he might strike out bold- 
ly, it is said. ’ 

There may be some wishful 
thinking in all of this, but the oc- 
casion certainly justifies that. To 
do it, the. President would have 
to break some old and seemingly 
ingrained habits which are not 
conducive to the best administra- 
tion. He, himself, pleads guilty to 
them privately, according to his 
friends. 

Well known ig his disinclination 
to fire anybody. Instead he tries 
to placate antagonisms, to smooth 
out irritations, by a sort of sooth- 
ing sirup, now-you-fellows-get- 
together method, It never works. 
The word always gets out, and 
Washington witnesses one of those 
nasty flare-ups, beginning with 
rumors in the newspapers, and 
finally breaking into the open, 
with the public calling names on 
each side. Examples are _ the 
Henry Wallace-Jesse Jones feud 
some time ago and more recently 
the Donald Nelson-Charles E. Wil- 
son embroglio in WPB. The his- 
tory of the administration is un- 
pleasantly litttred with them, go- 
ing back several years.

zation will come. 

Mr. Byrnes was moved into the 
top civilian command, along with 
other southerners—Marvin Jones, 
of Texas, and Fred M, Vinson, of 
Kentucky—in the veering to the 
right which President Roosevelt 
took some months back to con- 
ciliate conservatives in anticipa- 
tion of renomination for a fourth 
term, 

New Dealers want to reverse 
that process now. 

They also want a place for re- 
tiring Vice President Wallace. It 
is reported he has his eyes either 
upon the State Department or the 
Commerce Department, the latter 
now one of Jesse Jones’ perqui- 
sites. The theory on the latter is 
that the Vice President would 
build himself up with business- 
men, presumably as an aid to 
seeking the 1948 nomination. 

Always, of course, there is Mrs. 
Perkins, secretary of labor, who 
has been parked on a side road 
for a long time now. She is al- 
ways mentioned in connection 
with any report of a cabinet shake- 
up. This time the project is to 
put a strong figure at the head 
of that department and reorganize 
under it the numerous independ- 
ent agencies dealing with labor.

So over to the neigh- 
bors’ we would go, Miss Jessie 
carrying an armload of body- 
waists that were all joined to- 
gether with a continuous thread 
where she had hemmed a dozen 
without stopping; and she would 
take out her needle and scissors. 
The old ladies would be horrified 
at her efforts. “Jessie, is that the 
best you can do? Here, give those 
things to us!” 

When the small visitors became 
bored, they were sent outdoors to 
play with the cannon ball that 
had been under the oak tree in 
the front yard ever since 1861. It 
probably weighed 75 pounds, and 
of course we were unable to move 
it, but many interesting things 
could be done with it. If we 
knew then that it was the first 
cannon-ball fired in the War Be- 
tween the States, we were not im- 
pressed. Not until years later 
when the old ladies gave the ball 
to Miss Jessie for her chapter of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, 
and it was set on a base on the 
court house square with proper 
ceremonies did we pay due respect 
to it. Now, in the state house at 
Columbia, S. C., there is another 
cannon ball which is duly set up 
as the first, and there are prob- 
ably a dozen others scattered 
throughout the south. But ours is 
authentic. Col. Peter W. Alex- 
ander, a young man who had 
boarded with the old ladies be- 
fore the war and gone as a news- 
paper correspondent to Charleston, 
had seen the first shot fired at 
Fort Sumter, procured the ball, 
and sent it back to Thomaston. 
That’s the way we developed our 
split personality: tatting on our 
underwear, and cannon balls for 
playthings. ' 


Petrillos 
Victory 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Those 
old-style American Democrats and 
those “open-minded” citizens 
whose votes put over President 
Roosevelt for his fourth term 
learned in less than one week 
after the election one of the con- 
sequences of their decision, 


They voted to Jimmy Petrillo 
and to all other professional 
unioneers of the Roosevelt follow- 
ing a Fascist power to collect a 
sales tax on our food, our cloth- 
ing, on every article of commerce 
produced by workers who belong 
to unions, whether voluntarily or 
under Roosevelt’s compulsion. It 
is true that Tom Dewey had made 
no forthright declaration against 
this private taxing authority, but 
those who voted for Roosevelt 
had no excuse for doubt. 


He had repeatedly demonstrated 
and declared that he would confer 
this power on these private indi- 
viduals, practically all of whom 
are members of his political fol- 
lowing and most of whom dipped 
into union treasuries under their 
control or mulcted their subjects 
for special contributions to Roose- 
velt’s campaign fund. 


There will be some flippant and 
thoughtless individuals among the 
marginal group of voters who 
supplied Roosevelt with his plural- 
ity who will scoff away this and 
other presentations of an ominous 
development with taunts of “hard 
loser” and “poor sport.” 


That is a pity, of itself, be- 
cause this was not a game or 
sporting contest but an issue of 
Fascism or the American way, and 
they knowingly voted for Fascism 
or Hitlerism minus: only the racial 
and religious oppression. 


It is a pity, too, that some of 
those who fought hard, though 
not quite well enough, against 
Rooseveltian Hitlerism in the cam- 
paign, have indicated that they 
did not mean all that they said 
in the excitement of the contest 
and were indulging their emo- 
tions in that which Wendell L. 
Willkie, to his historic embarrass- 
ment and discredit, described as 
only “campaign oratory.” 


As one who meant every word 


of it in those days, I insist that 


the victory of Jimmy Petrillo, the 
resident of the Musicians’ Union, 
s just as subversive and danger- 
ous as I said it would be, that 
Roosevelt planned it that way 
and that Petrillo now has won not 
only the power to tax the whole 
American people but also the pow- 
er to censor our radio entertain- 
ment and to load the air with 
propaganda for the party to which 
he is politically committed and in- 
debted, namely Roosevelt's. 

To go as far back as we need 
to explain the case, Petrillo de- 
manded from the big broadcasting 
and recording companies a royal- 
ty on “canned music” or records 
playable on the air, in the juke 
boxes and in the homes. He said 
the money would be used to re- 
lieve the needs of musicians who 
would be done out of work by 
the repetition of their playing. 

However, there is no law to 
compel him to distribute these 
royalties among members of his 
union whose work is abolished or 
curtailed by the repetition of 
“canned music” and there is no 
excuse to believe that he will put 
it to any such use, Already he 
has said he intends to build up 
the union’s treasury to $100,000, 
all under the hands of himself 
and a few other unioneers of his 
council.

Successful action against Petrillo 
and his council in this same issue, 
swore in his court petition that 
the union’s total membership was 
only 140,000 and that not more 
than half of them were full-time 
The rest are Saturday 
night, or occasional performers 
otherwise employed as clerks, 
barbers, school-teachers or carpen- 
ters who joined the union only to 
obtain a license to earn a little 
extra money. His basic member- 
ship, thus, is only 70,000 a rela- 
tively small union. 

By revising his contracts with 
the moving picture industry when 
the present agreement expires, as 
he intends to do, Petrillo will 
help himself to another sales tax 
on the consumers, meaning the 
movie patrons, and may raise his 
treasury to an immediate goal of 
$200,000,000. 

Jimmy might boost his treasury 
up to half-a-billion dollars, still 
with no legal compulsion to di- 
vide it with his wholly unemploy- 
ed or needy members. And there 
will be no government check on 
the political use of the money now 
that the will of congress has been

Attorney General, in his refusal to 
enforce the corrupt practices act 
against Sidney Hillman and the 
Communists of the Political Action 
Committee. 

As Arnold pointed out in his 
petition, but, as few Americans 
realize, the Roosevelt government 
compels each of the licensed sta- 
tions to broadcast for at least two- 
thirds of the hours authorized by 
its license, and, as Arnold said, 
that entertainment is about 75 per 
cent musical. So, by refusing to 
enforce against Petrillo an order 
of the War Labor Board calling 
on him to lift his boycott, the 
Roosevelt government compelled 
the companies to submit and 
sluiced this new flow of royalty 
money, which Petrillo estimates 
at $4,000,000 a year, into his treas- 
ury to be used or divided accord- 
ing to his conscience. And, of 
course, he has already resorted 
to censorship and that right has 
been blessed in Washington.

I hear the pub- 
lishers expect it to sell as big as 
“Gone With the Wind,” or anyway 
as good as Bob Hope's deathless 
tome which has a standing in the 
best-seller lists that either reflect- 
ed the literary taste of America 
or typographical error on the part 
of the make-up men. 


Personally, I am as skeptical of 
those best-seller lists as I am of 
polls. They seem to be culled 
from rather scattered and casual 
inquiry of book dealers here and 
there about the nation and they 
never present definite figures. 
They never tell us how many cop- 
ies of a book were sold here and 
how many there and they do not 
inform us as to the maximum sale 


‘required for a book to reach the 


best-seller lists. 


Many of the literary critics did 
not like “Forever Amber,” though 
of course they could not forsee 
that it was going to set the coun- 
try afire. Even if they had they 
might not have liked it. However, 
the likes and dislikes of literary 


‘and other critics no longer influ- 


ence the public as is evidenced not 
only by Miss Winsor’s book but 
by the way the customers break 
down the doors of theaters trying 
to get in to see plays and pictures 
that the critics have blasted. 

I thought Miss Winsor a pretty 
good doer, as we say of a race 
horse that eats well and I think 
it only fair to her to say that she

U. S. Has a Real Interest in Europe's Future 


With the winning of the war 
in sight, each of the great pow- 
ers is trying to strengthen its own 
position, and as far as possible 
do so in anticipation of the next 
three-power conference. 


The strictly limited purpose of 
the Dumbarton Oaks conference 
makes this inevitable. The world 
security council may well be able 
to maintain peace for a long time 
to come, but only on the assump- 
tion that the three greatest pow- 
ers can so define their spheres that 
they do not overlap. 


Peace also might be kept on the 
basis of principles, universally ac- 
cepted and universally applied, 
but that way of keeping peace is 
no longer under discussion. 


If, however, three great pow- 
ers attempt to maintain peace by 
the regulation of their own rela- 
tions with each other, then they 
must try to keep in equilibrium, 
and relative equality, each with 
the other. 


Mr. Churchill’s visit to France 
the other day was certainly made 
in behalf of France, but even 
more, I suspect, on behalf of Brit- 
ain. It is now clear that the 
speech of Field Marshal Smuts, a 
year ago, was not a mere trial 
balloon but a candid revelation 
of British hopes and intentions. 

The basic assumption of Smuts 
was, that in the postwar world 
Britain will be the weakest of the 
three great powers, and that only 
the most intimate relationships be- 
tween Britain and western Europe 
can in any way redress that state 
of affairs. Since then British di- 
plomacy has tried to create a west- 


ern European entente, to include ° 


the low countries, France, possi- 
bly Norway, and evéntually Italy 
and Spain. The greatest progress 
so far has been made with Bel- 
gium. For the Netherlands and 
Norway it is too early for deci- 
sions since both countries are still 
occupied and the authority of gov- 
ernments in exile is doubtful. In 
the case of Norway the Soviet at- 
titude has to be determined. 

But the main question is France. 
As far as we can see Britain and 
Belgium are trying to convince the 
De Gaulle government of all the 


entente. The main condition in 
the French as in other cases seems 
to be that Britain back the de- 
mands of. these countries, espe- 
cially in regard to Germany. 

The Soviet Union, to strengthen 
its own position, is trying to create 
a defense bloc in all the states 
around the Soviet Union, and in 
contrast to Britain, the Soviets are 
not depending wholly on powers 
of persuasion, Their situation is 
also different. Some of the coun- 
tries intended for the Soviet orbit 


have been enemy states and can 
be coerced. That is true of Fin- 
land, Rumania and Bulgaria. Oth- 
ers are backward countries in a 
semi-colonial status, like -Iran. 
Others are in a condition of in- 
ternal disruption and semi-revolu- 
tion, like Jugoslavia, and Poland, 
so that they offer opportunity to 
the Soviets to back*«one side in 
an internal conflict. 

The situation we see is not one 
to be desired, and it puts the At- 
lantic Charter about as far back 
in the past as Wilson’s 14 points. 


And the greatest weakness in this |p 


whole construction will, in the 
long run, turn out to be Germany. 
For in the present process every 
bloc is trying to extend its fron- 
tiers Sart and farther toward 
the center of Europe. As things 
now stand, the Russian permanent 
orbit will go at least to the Oder, 
inside German territory; the west- 
ern bloc, under the leadership of 
Britain, will have within its or- 
bit the Rhineland and the Ruhr 
valleys. The area between these 
orbits is small and will again be 
divided for occupation. So one 
day both blocs will meet on Ger- 
man soil. 

Possibly, Anglo-American-Soviet 
relations can be stabilized at that 
point. But the European situation 


cannot be so stablized. Through 
out the whole of European —— 
the natural interdependency be 
tween the European states, has 
never been thus disturbed, with, 
as it were, a political great pow- 
er frontier running right through 
the heart of Europe. 


And what are American inter 
ests in all this? Obviously we are 
vitally interested in the European 
Atlantic world—from a sheer de 
fense standpoint. 


Buf we are not interested in the 
division of Europe into power 

locs. We are interested in 
ropean stability and ; 
better European stability, as 
as a better equilibrium, could be 
achieved by really liberating Eu- 
rope and encouraging a European 
federation, or several 
free federations, inde 
Soviet and British control but in- 
tegrated into a world 
Of course, such a solution would 
involve the renunciation by 
Britain and the Soviet of the pro- 
gram of advancing. their 
into Europe beyond their 
borders. One or the other alone, 
simply cannot do so. 

But I think the United States 
should take a stand on this—and 
a firm one. After all we are not 
a negligible quantity in this war.

Alleged black markets in cig- 
arets are under investigation by 
the regional OPA, and convicted 
violators of ceiling prices face, in 
flagrant cases, penalties as stiff as 
a year ‘in prison and a fine of 
$5,000, George D. Patterson, OPA 
enforcement attorney, has assert- 
ed here. - 

Initial complaints lodged with 
OPA by customers against retail- 
ers and by retailers against whole- 
salers are the basis for the inves- 
tigations, he said. 

Simultaneously, Luther Ste- 


county, through price panel hear- 
ings, have been compelled to’ make 
restitution to customers for over- 
charges on cigarets. 


“The power to break any black | 


market at retail levels lies in the 
hands of the customer,” Patterson 
pointed out. “Retailers are not 
permitted to charge more for cig- 
arets than they chargei in March, 
1942, plus an increase of not more 
than one cent per pack in federal 
tax. In addition, they are required 
to post in plain view a list of their 
cigaret ceiling prices. 
' “Any deliberate overcharge 
should be reported to the price 
panel, which will summon the 
violator, or in willful cases, turn 
the violation over to the OPA 
district enforcement staff for ac- 
tion.”

ee Joe and his officers in 
Paris, faced with the alternative 
of paying as high as $2.50 a pack 
in the black market or giving up 
smoking altogether, are a little 
more than peeved when they en- 
ter the post exchange and find 
signs reading, “No cigarets, cigars 
or tobacco of any kind until fur- 
ther notice.” Then at mail call 
they read about the acute short- 
age of smokes back home. How 
come? That’s the universal ques- 
tion. 

One of those purported “inside 
dope” newspaper stories reaching 
Paris said that the home front 
was going without cigarets while 
the troops were getting shipments 
equivalent to five cartons per man 
per week. The soldiers who 
couldn’t get a single puff today 
won't hesitate to tell you that is 
the purest malarkey. One sergeant 
said grumpily: “Just an attempt 
to smoke up the issue.” 

The usual reason given for the’ 
shortage in Paris is that the cig- 
arets are going to the combat 
troops. Visitors from the front, 
however, say it’s a lucky week 
when a soldier can get three packs 
for seven days. 

At no time in the European 
theaters has the cigaret ration 
been more than one pack a day 
and last week it went down to 
five packs a week. This week 
there were none to ration. 

The cigaret black market op- 
erates in Paris even as it does in 
Detroit and Minneapolis. They can 
be bought for $2 to $2.50 Ameri- 
can cash,

Neurotic Children 


Blamed on Parents 


(A neutrotic child indicates 
there is great likelihood that 
one or both parents are nag- 
ging, irritable and possibly 
frustrated. To cure the child, 
it becomes necessary first that 
we cure the parents.) 


The subject of «today’s case is 
a neurotic child, partly because she 
has a neurotic mother. 

“Alice is simply driving me 
crazy,” her mother exclaimed. “I 
lose my temper and nag at her. 
Then I feel terrible for being so 
petty. 

“Next day I resolve to act like 
a self-sufficient mother should, 
but she is so full of nerves and 
seems almost to delight in irritat- 
ing me. | 

“I want to be a good mother, 
but I can’t seem to control my- 
self, What would you recom- 
mend?” 


DIAGNOSIS 

My prescription would have 
gone backward seven years, and 
would have involved a baby 
brother or sister when Alice was 
about two years old. 

Then Alice could have played 
with this younger child and thus 
have drained off some of her nor- 
mal energy in that manner. Now 
she has nobody at home but her 
mother, except in the evenings, so 
she falls back on her mother for 
ideas and companionship. 

Besides, Alice would have quar- 
reled and fought with her brother 
or sister, thus venting some of her 
ire and nervous tension on the 
younger sibling. 


RECIPE FOR CHILDREN 

In lieu of a living sibling, a dog 
helps extrovert a child and also 
furnishes a constant stimulus to 
romp and play. 

When a child runs, its legs carry 
its full weight, so more energy 
is expended than in seat work 
with crayons or scissors. The 
child is thus more fatigued and 
calm. It doesn’t show as great an 
inclination therefore, to bite its 
fingernails, pick hangnailg or de- 
velop neurotic characteristics. 

Chewing gum is also a nervous 
outlet, for the constant use of the 


‘jaws acts as a safety valve. It 


drains off some nervous energy 
that would otherwise be pent up 
and possibly produce more dan- 
gerous symptoms. 

CHEWING GUM IN SCHOOLS 

The recess periods in school are 
a means of letting children run 
and thus drain off surplus energy. 

Seat work, writing and reading. 
don’t dissipate enough energy in 
the child, so he grows tense. As 
he approaches the explosive stage 
where he begins to fidget or shoot 
paper wads or pull the curls of the 
girl ahead, a stick of chewing 
gum would be good insurance 
against an open conflict with the 
teacher. 

The time may come when our 
schools furnish the children a 
fresh stick of gum both morning 
and afternoon as a means of calm- 
ing the children and lessening 
their nervous tension.

Exercise and Get Pep--Girls; 
Quit Worrying About Curves 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


The flat-chested gir! is often in 
a slump. Her figure problem 
usually isn’t with the bust itself. 
This contour may be spoiled by a 
hollow betwéen the shoulder and 
bust or by a shallow chest which 
she brings on herself by slumping. 


Moreover, the girl with the flat 
chest is inclined to think of her 
roblem as a specific one when it 
s more likely to be general—lack 
of muscle tone, lowered vitality 
and scanty weight. The correction 
is in general health measures. 


Higher vitality and good muscle 
tone go together, and the way to 
develop vitality is through the 
muscles. Of course, vitality is not 
in the muscles; it is in the organs. 
But the organs are developed by 
using the muscles. Good muscle 
tone gives the thin girl a better 
appetite, a more efficient digestive 
system, and an exuberance for liv- 
ing. If the girls with the flat chests 
would get out and skate and hike 
and get some fresh air in their 
lungs, they wouldn’t have to wor- 
ry about their curves—they’d have 
curves and a lot more pep, too. 

Calisthenics are a great help. 
Some of the most effective are 
those which are performed on a 
stretching bar for they work di- 
rectly on the muscles of the chest. 
To avoid strain, the stretching bar 
should be placed so that it can be 
reached easily when standing on 
the tiptoes. Hold bar with hands 
turned palms forward, then pull 
up, raising toes slightly off floor. 
Only the husky girls should try to 
chin themselves on the bar. 

Medicine ball exercises are ex- 
cellent for filling out the chest and 
straightening rounded shoulders. 


Tossing a four-pound medicine ball 
| above the head and catching it be- 
fore it falls lower than the crown 
of the head is a marvelous work- 
out. In tossing the ball to someone, 
let the thrust of the arms be up- 
‘ward. Stand in good posture while 
working out or it may result in 
backache. 

In order to gain, the thin girl 
must have simple, nourishing food 
—starting with a good breakfast. 
This is an excellent chance to get 
in some of the B vitamins, so nec- 
essary to normal appetite, through 
hot whole grain cereal, plus wheat 
germ. If the thin girls would for- 
get about the rich, heavy desserts

baked potato, whole milk, cream, 
eggnogs, and a second piece of 
bread with each meal—they could 
gain vitality and curves much 
more quickly.

ference of Georgia industrial and 
business leaders at the Biltmore 
hotel. 

Humphreys warned that busi- 
nessmen “want the power to tax 
confined to its historical purpose 
of raising revenues, and not mis- 
used for social and economic ad- 
justments.” He declared business- 
men want a balanced peacetime 
budget, which will tnctude debt 
repayment. They want a postwar 
tax act simple enough for the tax- 
payer to understand. And they 
want every citizen to be made 
aware by direct taxation of the 
cost to him of his government. The 
nation’s debt at the close of the 
war will be $2,500. for each man, 
“— and child, he asserted. 

f taxation weighs too heavily 
against business enterprise, profits 
cease, new capital is not produced, 
new jobs are not created, and the 
whole economic system dries up,” 
Humphreys concluded.

Attempting to remove schools 
from politics, the document pro- 
vides for staggered terms of mem- 
bers of boards of education, with 
the grand jury appointing one an- 
nually for five-year terms—instead 
of a jury naming all five in one 
sitting for four-year terms. 

Regardiess of how the local 
schools boards are named—wheth- 
er by grand juries or by the peo- 
ple, the Fulton and DeKalb county 
school people at yesterday’s con- 
ference would prefer seeing the 
local superin ts appointed by 
the board, rather than elected by 
the people. 

Changes in the compulsory at- 
tendance law, to put teeth into its 
enforcement, were favorec by the 
local group. Dr. J. I. Allman, of 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion, said this change has won fa- 
vor in other district meetings.
